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Mother’s 
call over 
quarry 
tragedy 

THE mother of a teenager 
who drowned at a quarry 
lake has made an emotional 
plea for the site to be sealed. 

Paulina Zacarias, aged 40, 
visited the pool, known as 
Blue Lagoon, in Himley last 
week for the first time since 
15-year-old Augusto died on 
July 25. 

She and her husband 
Pedro, 44, were joined by a 
dozen friends outside the 
road leading to the quarry to 
call for it to be closed off. 

They waved banners, blew 
whistles and chanted ‘close 
the quarry’ for more than an 
hour last Friday. 

Mrs Zacarias, who moved 
with her family to Sedgeley 
this year from Portugal, 
said: “Someone must please 
close the quarry off so no- 
one else gets hurt. Until they 
close it, youngsters will 
always find their way inside 
and put their lives at risk. 

“Pm begging someone to 
close the site down.” 

Mrs Zacarias, who has a 
one-year-old son,, said: “I’m 
no longer myself, I’ve almost 
lost the will to live - every¬ 
thing has changed.” 

Family and friends want 
the quarry owners Wiener- 
berger to seal off the area 
and remove the pool water. 

Dudley Councillor Stuart 
Turner said: “Young people 
will continue getting in 
there until it is securely 
fenced off.” 

Wienerberger said it was 
reviewing security.

A MAN who stabbed a much-loved dog to death in Lower Gornal has 
pleaded with the pet’s owners for forgiveness from his prison cell - 
and says he should have been jailed for longer. Simon Folios, aged 38, 
has written an open letter to Wayne Bird and his family. 

Folios was jailed for 29 months in June after attacking the dog outside his home in Abbey 
Street, while rowing with owner Mr Bird. The 12-year-old pet, Tyson, later died from con¬ 
vulsions at a vets’ practice. The hand-written, two-page letter, which bears a Winson Green 
Prison stamp, was sent directly to the Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express & Star. 

It says: “I am so dreadfully sorry for the pain and anguish I have caused by brutally 
slaying Mr Wayne Bird’s dog, Tyson. I am deeply saddened and very remorseful for the fact 


that I only received 29 months for Tyson’s 
death. It was a very serious and terribly 
wrong thing to have done. Mr Bird and 
Tyson used to be close friends of mine. 

“I cannot turn back the hands of time to 
replace Tyson nor can I say that in any way 
I can repay the deed. I feel as though justice 
wasn’t done.” 

Folios said he has a “guilty conscience” 
that would stay with him for the rest of his 
life and added: “I can’t even sleep properly 
for the terrible dreams. 

“Tyson was a loved and most loveable 
companion to Mr Bird and his family and I 
hope you will find it in your heart to print 
this written apology. I know not the address 
of Mr Bird nor anyone to contact him and his 
family and say a real, heartfelt sorry for 
what I have done.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Folios and Mr Bird had been friends but had 
fallen out in recent years. Flowers were laid 
outside the nearby Darby & Joan club after 
the dog’s death in February and a plaque has 
since been erected in its memory. 

Mr Bird’s aunt, Rose Beedles, said she 
believed Folios “deserves a second chance” 
but added that Tyson’s “horrific” death

would never be forgotten. Mrs Beedles, who 
has helped look after Mr Bird since he was a 
child, said: “Life is too short to bear grudges. 
They can eat you up inside and we have had 
too much heartache recently to dwell on 
this. Everyone should be given a second 
chance and if he is truly sorry then we can 
accept this and move on. 

“We will never, ever forget Tyson and 
what happened to him was horrific but we 
will always have our memories. There are 
people worse off in the world than us.” 

In his letter, Folios claimed he was taking 
anger management classes. 


Petition 
demands 
that alley 
is closed 

FRIENDS and relatives of 
Shane Watson joined a 
meeting calling for the alley 
where he was attacked to be 
shut - as it was revealed 
more than 2,000 people have 
signed a petition supporting 
the move. 

Around 100 people 
attended the meeting 
chaired by police and coun¬ 
cillors almost two weeks 
after the 23-year-old was 
suffered fatal injuries to his 
Sedgley home. 

Concerns were raised 
about drug users congregat¬ 
ing in the passage off Spring- 
field Grove amid claims that 
residents’ complaints have 
been ignored for years. 

The Police and Communi¬ 
ties Together meeting held 
at Sedgley’s Dormston 
School - where Mr Watson 
was a former pupil - was 
dedicated to a discussion on 
what should be done. 

Mr Watson, who lived in 
Monument Lane, suffered 
serious head injuries in the 
attack on July 28 and was 
taken to hospital but died 
soon afterwards. 

A petition collected by res¬ 
idents and local businesses 
has been signed by more 
than 2,000. 

During last week’s 
meeting residents said trees 
and bushes should be cut 
back and CCTV installed. 
They also suggested 
improved lighting and 
installing gates. 

The men have been 
charged with murder. 

Date set for

The £100,000 refurbish¬ 
ment of the lift on Castle Hill 
has taken four months and 
will bring it back into use for 
the first time in 12 years. 

The 42 seats will carry 
people from near the main 
entrance to the 11th century 
Dudley Castle in two 
minutes, giving panoramic 
views across Sandwell to 
Birmingham while families 
travel over flamingoes, 
llamas and rare breed sheep.

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Emaciated pony kept in dark shed 


A PONY was kept in a garden shed 
with no natural light and fed potato 
peelings and apple cores, a court 
heard. RSPCA officers swooped on 
the home of Lisa and Wayne Badger 
to rescue the two-year-old dark bay 
cob. 

The pony was kept in the back 
yard of the couple’s previous address 
in Nelson Road, Dudley, magistrates 
were told at a hearing last week. 

The pair, now of Fens Crescent, 


Brierley Hill, admitted causing 
unnecessary suffering to an animal 
and failing to take reasonable steps 
to ensure its needs were met. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting for 
the RSPCA, said: “The pony was 
kept in a yard with a recently laid 
piece of turf. 

“It was kept in a garden shed with 
no natural light and fed on potato 
peelings, apple cores and hay. 

“The only appropriate feed for the 


pony was the hay.” He said the ani¬ 
mal had been seized by RSPCA offi¬ 
cials but Wayne Badger and two 
others had attempted to prevent 
them from taking the animal. 

He said police had been called to 
help. “The pony was taken to a vet 
and found to have lice and was ema¬ 
ciated,” said Mr Sutton, who added 
that the animal had previously been 
kept at Fens Pool, Brierley Hill, 
before being moved to the address 


which had also been an “inappropri¬ 
ate” location. 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending, 
said it was the first time either of 
her clients had been in trouble with 
the courts. Magistrates adjourned 
the hearing until September 5 for a 
pre-sentence report. 

The RSPCA issued a warning to 
owners earlier this year after a 
ponyl got stuck in mud in part of the 
canal at Fens Pool.

GROWING up as a young¬ 
ster Scott Burton gorged on 
a diet of junk food, choco¬ 
late and fizzy drinks. 

But when he tipped the scales at 
more than 20 stone the 38-year-old 
from Tipton decided it was high 
time he did something about it. 

After embarking on a healthy eat¬ 
ing and exercise regime, Scott, a 
radiographer at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital in Dudley, has now lost almost 
half of his body weight and is gear¬ 
ing up for this year’s Great North 
Run. 

“Since I was eight I’ve always 
been big. I just used to eat,” said 
Scott, who lives in Henlow Close. 

“My mum and dad split up and 
my dad had his own businesses so 
me and my brother were left on our 
own quite late at night so we used to 
just eat junk.” 

He’d kick the day off with a 
packet of biscuits, eat fish and chips 
for tea, several bars of chocolate, 
pasties and sausage rolls all washed 
down with sugary fizzy drinks leav¬ 
ing Scott weighing 20 stone and 61bs 
at his heaviest. 

Quickly 

It was around four years ago 
when his wife of 12 years Linda, a 
53-year-old hospital X-ray worker 
decided to lose a few pounds and join 
Weight Watchers that he started 
taking a look at his own weight. 

He said: “My wife went to Weight 
Watchers and I just followed her. 

“I read all her books and just fol¬ 
lowed it on my own and I used to go 
to Boots and go on the scales.” 

In the first year Scott, who once 
wore a 48in waist trouser while he 
now wears a 34in, lost five stone. 

“I was doing a bit of exercise, 
things like a bit of cycling and I was 
using my wife’s Weight Watchers 
book to work out the points. 

“The weight fell off quite quickly. 

“The more weight you lose, the 
more satisfied and pleased you are 
and the more energy you have got so 
things don’t become as difficult like 
walking up hills and things like that. 
I wasn’t as sweaty and uncomfort¬ 
able.” 

Up until 18 months ago Scott 
weighed 13-and-a-half stone and 
then last year he was chosen as one 


of a group of readers of the Chroni¬ 
cle’s sister paper the Express & Star 
who joined fitness instructor Chris 
Jewkes in his attempt to get a group 
of unfit couch potatoes trained up to 
run the Wolverhampton Marathon. 

He completed the gruelling feat in 
September in a time of four hours 


and 34 minutes. Following the effort 
he decided to continue running, 
becoming a member of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Bilston Athletics Club 
which he runs with three times a 
week. 

He can also be found pounding 
the streets with his Japanese Shiba 


Inu dog Pippa. Scott now weighs a 
slender 11 stone and 71bs. He added: 
“My life is totally different. I do lots 
of running, I have got lots of energy. 

“I can get into small clothes. I still 
have a chocolate bar every single 
day because I love chocolate, but I 
just try and eat more healthily and 
also because I do lots of running it 
motivates you to eat better because 
if you don’t it has an adverse effect 
on your run.” 

On September 16 he will be tak¬ 
ing on the Great North Run and is 
hoping to raise £300 for deafblind 
charity Sense. 

He has chosen the charity after a 
member of his extended family lost 
his hearing after suffering from 
meningitis.

Escaped rottweiler guard dog attacked man 


A FACTORY worker was attacked by a rot¬ 
tweiler which had escaped from a neigh¬ 
bouring yard in Cradley, biting his legs and 
chest, a court heard. 

The dog leapt at 55-year-old Nigel Bourne 
forcing him to the floor as he was working 
in Phillip Gameson Joinery, Park Lane. 

Mr Bourne was injured as he tried to fight 
off the animal, called Buster, for around 30 
seconds. 

Injuries included puncture wounds to his 
right calf and thigh and one near his armpit. 


Buster eventually backed away after a co¬ 
worker intervened and Mr Bourne was able 
to get free, Dudley Magistrates Court heard 
last week. 

Owner David Evans admitted the guard 
dog had escaped from his adjacent skip hire 
premises, which he runs with his father. 

Evans, aged 36, of Clapton Grove, King- 
standing, Birmingham, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of a dog causing injury on private 
property on June 11. 

Mr David Truelove, prosecuting, said the 


animal was one of two rottweilers used as 
guard dogs at Evans Skip Hire, Park Lane. 

He said the animal was well known for 
escaping from the skip yard and wandering 
into neighbouring businesses. 

The dog had entered though roller shut¬ 
ters at the joinery company and Mr Bourne 
had begun to lead the animal back through. 

But Mr Truelove said the rottweiler 
lunged at Mr Bourne landing on his chest 
and shoulders with its front paws. He added 
that Mr Bourne was shocked by the incident 


and was taken for treatment at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

Mrs Hashmita Patel, defending, said: “My 
client accepts full responsibility for the dog 
moving and entering another yard.” 

She said that the dog is being cared for in 
police kennels at the moment. 

Chairman of the bench Mrs Ann Lacey 
adjourned proceedings for reports, including 
on the rottweiler. The courts have the pow¬ 
ers for dangerous dogs to be put down. 

Evans will be sentenced on September 5. 


Memory lane trip for Jake 
turns into huge collection 


FROM a television set dating back to 1949 to 
one-armed bandits, service medals from the 
two World Wars, comic collections, old beer

When ATV launched in 
1955 people with a set needed a box set up on top in order 
to receive the channel. His TV still has the box. He bouhgt 
it from its Old Hill owner after placing a newspaper advert. 

• Service medals from the two World Wars. Among the 
collection is a memorial plaque from the First World War 
which was given to the families of soldiers who had died in 
battle. Mr Pearson purchased it from its owner in Bilston. 

• One armed bandits. The machines in Mr Pearson’s col¬ 
lections date from the 1930s and take old-style pennies. He 
purchased them from collectors in Bilston and Lye. 


• One of the original Motorola mobile phones dating 
from the mid-1980s. It is affectionately known as “The 
Brick” due to its large size compared to modern phones. Mr 
Pearson purchased his version of the phone at an antiques 
fair held in Kinver. 

• Also included among the exhibits are a collection of 
telephones dating from the early part of the 20th century. 
These include a brass candlestick phone and also Bakelite 
phones which were common sights in the 1920s and 1930s. 
Mr Pearson said he had gathered his collection through 
newspaper advertisements and they had come from all over 
the region. 

• A collection of old comics. Among the collection is a 
1924 copy of a Felix the Cat annual alongside 1950s editions 
of the Beano and the Dandy. There are also rare copies of 
comics featuring popular cowboy Roy Rogers and a first 


issue of Hopalong Cassidy, featuring the fictional cowboy. 
Mr Pearson said he had gathered the collection from across 
the region. 

• A paraffin iron. Believed to date from around the 1930s 
in contrast to modern clothes irons it was powered by paraf¬ 
fin. Mr Pearson said he did not know the exact date his iron 
was made but he believed it was from the earlier part of the 
20th century. 

• A collection of toy cars. Among the collection is a 1930s 
Formula One-style wind-up racing car which is a favourite 
of Mr Pearson. He was given the collection in a cardboard 
box some years ago. 

• A statue of leaping dolphins. Originally from Holland 
Mr Pearson added this to his collection after purchasing it 
from its owner in Bilston. He said its date was uncertain 
but it was one of his favourite pieces.

BARELY a day has gone by in the past 
68 years that former Lancaster 
bomber flight engineer Edwin ‘Ted’ 
Grosvenor has not counted himself 
lucky to be alive - and with good rea¬ 
son. 

While more than 55,000 of his RAF comrades 
in Bomber Command - about the size of a foot¬ 
ball crowd, Ted points out - lost their lives, he 
and the other six members of his Lancaster crew 
all came out of the Second World War alive. 

Now a fit 88-year-old - apart from a touch of 
spondylitis - Ted, from Halesowen, says: “It’s a 
miracle. From the time you took off to the time 
you landed you were a target for any German 
fighter planes. 

“I think it was just sheer luck that got us 
through. I must have had a guardian angel.” 

Smethwick-born Edwin Grosvenor, known as 
Ted, now of King Charles Avenue, Halesowen, 
recalls some of the 30 missions he flew, referring 
to his well-thumbed log book. 

The first - after joining 622 Squadron, based 
at Mildenhall on completion of his flight crew 
training for Lancasters - was to Berlin on Febru¬ 
ary 15, 1944. 

“It was what became known as the 1,000 
bomber night raid to the city and to coordinate it 
was a fantastic deal,” he said. 

Ted’s job, as Sgt Flight Engineer, was to look 
after the fuel consumption, switching between 
the four tanks on the aircraft to make sure the 
weight balanced up to maintain the best perform¬ 
ance. 

He stood for much of the flights upfront next 
to his pilot, Australian Peter Rawsthorn, or sat 
on the floor. 

Target 

He recalls the planes battling through ice and 
snow, zigzagging through areas where there were 
the heaviest defences, dodging flak from below 
and attacks from enemy aircraft. 

Around 40 miles from their target they would 
spot the scene lit up by flak and the flares and 
incendiary bombs dropped by the pathfinder air¬ 
craft, who would illuminate targets “like a road 
map”. 

The Lancasters would, in their wave of attack, 
drop bombs that the crew called “cookies”, 
weighing between 5,000 and 10,0001b each. 

“Every one of our missions was hairy - but the 
hairiest has to be to Stuttgart on March 15 
1944,” he said. 

“First an FW190 enemy plane attacked us, 
then a JU88 attacked, badly damaging our rear 
turret and the fuselage - and then an ME 109 
attacked us as we were leaving the target. 

“The trip there and back lasted seven hours 
and 45 minutes. Although the damage was bad it 
was superficial and we managed to get back.” 

The worst trepidation for the crews was when 
they were bombing targets in the hotly defended 
Ruhr Valley. 

Ted claims he was no braver than anyone else 
- but received in the post a Distinguished Flying 
Medal from King George VI, who apologised in a 
letter for not being able to present it personally. 

Ted said: “I was as scared as anybody on every 
op - if anyone said they weren’t I wouldn’t 
believe them. 

“It wasn’t a nice experience - you knew you’d 
got to do it or your documents would be stamped 
‘lack of moral fibre’. But I’m proud to have been

involved.” Ted would have liked to be at the 
recent unveiling by the Queen in London of a 
national memorial to the 55,573 Bomber Com¬ 
mand airmen who gave their lives in the war, 
which was attended by more than 800 veterans. 

But the first he knew about it was when he saw 
coverage on television. 

Doug Radcliffe, secretary of the Bomber Com¬ 
mand Association and a former wireless operator, 
said there had been widespread advance publicity 
about the event, which was open to anybody to 
attend. 

Refused 

The organisation only knew how to contact 
those people who were members and Ted was not 
a member of the association. 

The opening of the memorial laid to rest the 
ghost of successive governments’ failings to 
acknowledge the courage and sacrifice of the men 
of Bomber Command - Churchill and his war 
cabinet refused to give them a campaign medal, 
embarrassed by the loss of hundreds of thou-

sands of civilians while on the trail of the Nazis. 
After his 30th mission on July 12 1944, Ted was 
diverted to train other flight crew to work on 
Lancasters. 

He ended up with the rank of Flight Lieu¬ 
tenant and after being demobbed Ted was as a 
sales and purchasing representative for his 
uncle’s company in Birmingham before, in 1972, 
setting up Keltcrest Ltd in Oldbury with two col¬ 
leagues, buying, recycling and selling scrap 
metal. 

He and his wife, Irene, who died in 2000, have 
two sons, Keith and Ian, five grandchildren and 
a great grandchild. 

Ted, still a member of the Shenstone and 
Probus clubs in Halesowen, who played at Enville 
Golf Club for many years, said: “I do still count 
myself lucky to be alive. 

“I know three of my Lancaster crew, the pilot, 
bomb aimer and navigator, all died in 1999 and I 
just don’t know how many of the others are alive 
now.”

ley the family did not know 
why he had taken his life. 

Mr Bloor had left a mes¬ 
sage on Facebook that con¬ 
cerned friends and family. 
They went round to his 
home in Queens Road, Sed- 
gley, and his body was found 
in the garage. Pathology 
reports said no alcohol or 
drugs were discovered in his 
system. Black Country Coro¬ 
ner Robin Balmain ruled 
that Mr Bloor had killed 
himself.

Town's revamp step closer as plans go in

PLANS for a multi-million pound super¬ 
market, shops and multi-storey car park in 
the heart of Dudley have gone to the coun¬ 
cil, paving the way for the town’s transfor¬ 
mation. 

The scheme aims to redevelop largely 
derelict land to the east of Hall Street and 
north of Duncan Edwards Way, including 
the empty Cavendish House. 

Developer Avenbury said it had now sub¬ 
mitted outline plans for the scheme, called 
Porters Field, to Dudley Council. 

If backed by planners, the firm said it 
would begin working on detailed designs at 
the earliest opportunity. Under present 


plans, Trindie Road would be re-routed to 
run parallel with the bypass road, creating 
more space for the redevelopment. 

The proposed supermarket would be 
800,000sq ft and the plans include a restau¬ 
rant and other leisure facilities. 

There would also be a landscaped area 
leading to the town centre and the creation 
of a new taxi office. 

Plans also include a public transport 
interchange for the Midland Metro to run 
through the site, and the two-storey car 
park would have spaces for 500 vehicles. 

Bosses from Avenbury said they were 
already in talks with major supermarket 


operators about taking up the new store if 
plans were approved. 

Spokesman Ed Grieve said: “The submis¬ 
sion of an outline planning application for 
this development is an important step for¬ 
ward. 

“Our aim is to bring more jobs and invest¬ 
ment into Dudley. We are keen to progress 
this project and deliver a vibrant new shop¬ 
ping quarter which will act as a catalyst for 
regeneration of the town centre.” 

Cavendish House has stood empty since a 
security firm moved out in 2008. Vandals 
have attacked the building, and many win¬ 
dows have been boarded up.

Then, just eight days later, 
Seymour approached the 
boy with a bottle of bleach 
and he squirted it at him but 
fortunately he quickly 
turned around and the cor¬ 
rosive liquid went onto his 
neck, hair and clothing. 

The victim later com¬ 
plained of burning to his 
neck, Mr Phillips said. 

“We don’t know what 
injuries he might have suf¬ 
fered if he had not turned 
away,” he added. 

A witness to the incident 
told police it had not been a 
momentary squirting with 
the bleach bottle - “it was 
something that went on for 
along time.” 

Mr Paul Mytton, defend¬ 
ing, said reports indicated 
Seymour’s behaviour had 
been impulsive and that he 
was someone who “does not 
think before he acts.”

Residents of 
care home 
moved after 
critical report 


ALL residents have been moved out of a 
Dudley care home less than two months after 
a critical report from a government health 
watchdog. Summerfield Care Home in 
Wellington Road was deregistered by the 
Care Quality Commission following an 


inspection. 

It found five failings in 
care and safety. 

A subsequent report in 
June said that elderly 
patients were living in 
unclean conditions and 
there was a lack of suitably 
qualified staff. 

Inspectors found mat¬ 
tresses and armchairs that 
“smelled offensive” and 
were “stained in body 
fluids”. 

Last week, Care Quality 
Commission spokeswomen 
Helen Gildersleeve said the 
home had been deregistered. 

Moved 

The commission had been 
working with partner agen¬ 
cies, such as Dudley Council, 
to help people who were 
cared for at the home. 

The home, which was run 
by Merron Care Limited, 
cared for 38 residents, most 
of whom suffered from 
dementia. Residents have

been moved to other homes 
in the borough. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member for adult 
and community services, 
said: “Dudley Council has a 
duty to safeguard vulnerable 
users of services and to make 
sure they receive adequate 
support and care. 

“With this in mind, public 
agencies have worked 
closely with Summerfield 
Care Home and families to 
successfully move all resi¬ 
dents into more suitable 
accommodation in as sensi¬ 
tive and supportive a way as 
is possible. 

“The home has had its 
registration cancelled by the 
Care Quality Commission. 
And this means that the 
home cannot legally con¬ 
tinue to offer registered res¬ 
idential care.” 

Merron Care was unavail¬ 
able for comment.

EMPTY shops are to be 
revamped in a bid to attract new 
businesses to Dudley. 

Council bosses say they want to give the 
town a boost after it missed out on funding 
from retail guru Mary Portas’ pilot scheme. 

They are now drawing up plans to attract 
investment and encourage entrepreneurs to 
start up businesses in what has been 
described as the worst medium-sized town 
in the country for empty shops. And they 
said a specialist Sunday market could still 
be introduced. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Shaukat 
Ali said that they were looking at “incen¬ 
tives” to bring companies to the town where 
35 per cent of the shops are not occupied. 

Frontages of vacant shops could be refur¬ 
bished so less work would need to be done 
when they are taken over, he said. 

He said he wants to work with landlords 
in the town to come up with ideas. 

The council will be looking to create 
schemes to promote new young enterprise 
in the town by working with Dudley College. 

It will also meet with market traders to 
look at introducing a specialist market 
selling good such as continental foods, 
which was one of the main proposals in the 
original bid for the £100,000 funding. 

Councillor Ali added: “We are clearly very 
disappointed not to have been selected 
despite what we feel was a very good bid 
which incorporated many components of 
other bids which have succeeded. 

“We will continue to monitor any poten¬ 
tial future funding options but we have built 
a strong local partnership around this work 
and are confident that we can bring forward 
many elements of our programme despite 
this disappointment.”

Patient with 
cancer died 
after he got 
an infection 


A TERMINALLY ill Tividale man who was suf¬ 
fering from cancer died from complications 
after contracting a bacterial infection, an 
inquest heard. ■ By Andrew Turton 

Doctors discovered Maluk ■- 


Singh had contracted E. Coli 
following blood tests taken 
while being assessed in 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital. 

Mr Singh, of Darbys Hill 
Road, had been taken into 
hospital overnight on 
October 19 last year. 

The 88-year-old was suf¬ 
fering from general ill health 
including shivers and 
shaking. 

Tests revealed he had 
prostrate cancer which had 
spread to the lungs and liver, 
Dudley Coroners Court 
heard. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain ruled that 
Mr Singh had died of natural 
causes. 

Mr Singh’s son Charanjit 
Atwal told the inquest he 
had wanted to speak with 
doctors before his father was 
sent home later that day. 

But staff had already sent 
Mr Singh, a retired labourer, 
home by the time Mr Atwal 
arrived that afternoon. 

Recording his verdict, Mr 


Balmain said he was satis¬ 
fied that the incident had 
not impacted on Mr Singh’s 
death. “It is quite clear that 
Mr Singh was at the end of 
his life,” he said. 

“It seems to me that he 
had very excellent medical 
treatment by staff including 
the GR” added Mr Balmain. 

The inquest heard that 
the E. Coli infection had 
come to light on October 21, 
three days later. 

He was taken back into 
hospital for treatment but 
died on October 22. 

Dr Swapna Ghosh, con¬ 
sultant pathologist at the 
hospital, said the post 
mortem revealed Mr Singh 
had been suffering from 
pneumonia and had previ¬ 
ously had a heart attack. 

The medical cause of 
death was given as bron¬ 
chopneumonia with con¬ 
tributing factors including 
prostrate cancer, ischemic 
heart disease and a myocar¬ 
dial infarction, known as a 
heart attack.

She said: “It’s left us stranded, we 
are all old people living here and we 
simply can’t get to the next nearest bus 
stop.

“I can get a taxi, but living on a 
pension you cannot afford to keep 
spending on taxis.” 

Elfrida Apperley, 83, of Chad Road, 
also struggles to walk. 

She said: “I need the bus to take me 
to and from town. A taxi is £5 to £6 each 
way and I can’t afford that.” 

National Grid spokesman Jane 
Taylor said: “We are replacing a 
medium pressure main in Birmingham 
New Road and a low pressure main in 
Mason Street and we have to cross the 
junction between them. 

“Unfortunately there’s no alterna¬ 
tive to the diversion, although we have 
looked into whether there was any 
other option.” 

She added that the work would last 
for another six or seven weeks - but 
pledged that if it was possible to com¬ 
plete it more quickly that would 
happen.

A FIRM in Dudley has helped 
supply parts for research 
delving into the history of the 
universe and the theory 
behind the Big Bang. 

Manufacturers TM Engineers 
secured a prestigious £750,000 deal to 
build part of the famous Large Hadron 
Collider based in Switzerland. 

Scientists operating the 38,000-ton 
machine won international acclaim 
when they announced the discovery of 
a new particle thought to be the Higgs 
boson known as the elusive “God Par¬ 
ticle”. 

The particle would help unlock the 
mysteries of how the universe works. 

Workers at the Kingswinford firm 
developed mechanised parts which 
help capture atoms as they are sent 
careering around the 16-mile under¬ 
ground structure. 

The parts, called E-Cal End Plates, 
were 13ft wide, made from aluminium 
and sent in two sets to Geneva. 

Awarded 

They took six months to develop due 
to the complicated nature of the manu¬ 
facturing process. 

A carbon fibre “shroud” and lead 
blocks were attached to holes on the 
plates to catch the atoms. 

The firm which employs 55 staff was 
founded more than 60 years ago. 

It is also one of only 10 firms world¬ 
wide to be awarded special gold plaques 
from Geneva for its work on the 
Hadron Collider. 

Researchers believe the universe 
was formed following a Big Bang and 
since then has been cooling down and 
become less energetic. 

The collider produces tiny patches of 
high energy by colliding together 
atomic particles travelling at very high 
speed.

Changes point to end of the ageing signal box 


UP TO 38 signal boxes are to close 
across the Black Country and 
Staffordshire as part of a six-year 
programme set to bring the ageing 
system into the 21 st century. 

The modernisation plan will covering 415 
miles of track and will be launched in October 
with the Stourbridge to Hartlebury line, result¬ 
ing in the closure of Blakedown, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Hartlebury and Stourbridge signal boxes. 

Network Rail, which is behind the move, says 
the scheme will mean shorter delays in the 
event of breakdowns, saving the taxpayer bil¬ 


lions of pounds each year. No jobs will be cut 
although around 80 posts locally will be lost 
through non-replacement and natural 
wastage. The aim is to centralise all signalling 
at a base in Saltley, Birmingham, using a visual 
display based control system. 

The Walsall, Bescot and Cannock track will 
be brought into line in August 2013 with the 
closure of Walsall, Bescot, Bloxwich, Hednes- 
ford and Brereton Sidings signal boxes. 

The next year the Wolverhampton signalbox 
will be closed, followed by Lichfield and the two 
signal boxes at Stafford in 2015. 

Work on the cross-city and South Stafford-

shire line will start in 2016, as will the transfer 
of services at the New Street Station signal box, 
expected to take up to two years. 

The Birmingham Moor Street to London 
Marylebone line, which is included in the West 
Midlands area, will be moved over in 2024-25. 

Network Rail spokesman Keith Lumley said: 
“With fewer signal boxes, there will be fewer 
signallers needed to talk to each other about 
what is happening. Instead operators will be 
able to see on a screen where the problem is and 
where trains can be diverted.” The company 


said some 19th century signal boxes, with 
mechanical levers, were listed and would 
remain. Nationally more than 800 boxes will be 
replaced by 14 new signalling centres. 

The first signal box is believed to have been 
created in 1844 by the London and Croydon 
Railway. The ones that are due to close each 
have their own individual story to tell. 

For example, in April last year, Bloxwich 
signal box in Willenhal Lane retained its 
British Railways London Midland Region 
white-on-maroon enamel sign. 

Hednesford still reverses some passenger 
trains. They do not pass the signal box itself - 


the driver has to confirm by phone to the sig¬ 
naller that his train is complete, before the 
return journey to Birmingham can be sig¬ 
nalled. 

Kidderminster is a BR(WR) 1953 design and 
had its windows refurbished a few years ago. 
Kidderminster Junction signal box was 
replaced by a lever frame in 1937 which then 
closed in 1973 and was moved to Arley Station. 

Walsall had a new signal box in 1966 as part 
of resignalling work along the line. It controlled 
signalling over a six-mile stretch, as far as the 
Crescent signalbox in Willenhall, to Great Barr 
signal box via Bescot.

THE weather may have been 
dire, but lilies have brightened 
up the garden this summer 
despite the rain, providing 
colour in shades ranging from 
white to pink and zingy orange. 

If you want lilies on the patio, 
Asiatic and oriental hybrids 
have short, stout stems with 
fresh green foliage and upward- 
facing flowers. 

Good varieties include Lilium 
‘Mona Lisa’, with its pink 
flowers with a deep pink centre, 
and L. ‘Peach Pixie, with its 
peachy orange stems. 

Older varieties of trumpet 
lilies make great border plants. 

Some grow very tall and aren’t 
suitable for containers, but 


others which grow to around lm 
in height make excellent sub¬ 
jects for large containers. 

Lilium regale is among the 
favourites with its richly scented 
white blooms and ‘White Sheen’, 
a dwarf longiflorum type, is also 
popular with 40cm stems 
bearing scented white blooms. 

Lilies like a rich compost with 
plenty of nutrients and good 
drainage. 

Plant bulbs 15-20cm apart, 
burying at least three times 
their depth and laying the bulbs 
on their sides when you plant 
them, to prevent water from 
becoming lodged between their 
scales, which can cause them to 
rot.

Digging deeper for more 
efficient energy source 

A GROUND source heat 
pump extracts warmth from 
the earth and uses it to heat 
your home’s underfloor 
heating, radiators or warm- 
air heaters and hot water. 

The (above-ground) pump is con¬ 
nected to a series of pipes (known as 
the ground loop) buried in the garden. 

The loop is usually coiled or laid flat 
in trenches a couple of metres deep, 
but it can work vertically in a much 
deeper trench if you only have a small 
garden (you’ll need one you can get a 
mechanical digger into and out of). 

Bigger homes need longer loops 
because they extract more heat, but 
also, of course, take up more space. 

The system works by pumping 
antifreeze and water through the 
underground pipes. The heat in the 
earth is absorbed by the fluid and then 
transferred to the pump’s compressor, 
which heats it further so it can be used 
in your home. 

The temperature of the earth 
around the pipes won’t change drasti¬ 
cally throughout the year, so the pump 
can be used in all seasons, although you 
may need a back-up heating system in 
winter. 

If your home’s heated by radiators, 
they won’t get as hot as they would 
with a boiler, so you’ll either need to 
have them on for longer or replace 
them with larger ones. 

The ideal partner for a ground 
source heat pump is (wet) underfloor 
heating because both work at lower 
temperatures (warm-air heating is also 
compatible). 

It’s generally much easier and 
cheaper to install wet underfloor 
heating when you’re doing major reno¬ 
vations or building a house, rather 
than fitting it retrospectively, and the

same goes for a ground source heat 
pump. 

The system will work most effi¬ 
ciently if the house is well insulated 
and airtight, which, again, is some¬ 
thing that’s easiest to achieve when 
you’re starting from scratch. 

While you may be able to cut your 
home’s C02 emissions by fitting a 
ground source heat pump, it will 
depend on the type of heating you’re 
replacing. 

The pump needs electricity to work 
(although it should use less than the 
heat it produces), so the most eco- 
friendly solution is to generate your 
own electricity with something like 
solar panels or a wind turbine. 

However, these tend to cost thou¬ 
sands of pounds and so does a ground 
source heat pump - around £9,000 to 
£17,000, according to the Energy 
Saving Trust. 

You’ll recoup this money most 
quickly if you’re replacing an electric 


or coal heating system, but if you have 
gas central heating, changing to a heat 
pump may not be a good idea. Once the 
Renewable Heat Incentive (see 
www.which.co.uk) starts (probably 
next year), it should be quicker to get 
your money back. 

This Government scheme will pay 
homeowners who use renewable heat 
technologies, including ground source 
heat pumps. 

Even though the scheme hasn’t 
started yet, you may be able to get a 
Renewable Heat Premium Payment 
(see www.energysavingtrust.org.uk) to 
help with the cost of fitting a heat 
pump. Before you start the process, ask 
your local council if permission is 
required for a ground source heat 
pump. And if your home’s leasehold, 
check the lease because you may need 
the permission of the freeholder. 

It always pays to do your research, 
especially when there’s a large invest¬ 
ment at stake.

Zafira Tourer tows 
the line for quality 


First THINGS FIRST, I DON’T NEED 
A seven seater car and I don’t need 
to be able to tow a decent weight. 
. . but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira 
Tourer would be up there among 
contenders. 

This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can 
actually tow a decent weight. In fact it was 
named this year’s Best MPV at Practical 
Caravan magazines’s Towcar Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous 
and thorough towcar assessment. Each car is 
tested by a panel of eight judges for its towing 



ability, buying and owning costs, drive quality 
when not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its 
own when towing,” said awards judge Nigel 
Donnelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure 
Group’s editor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal 
limit and beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relax¬ 
ing car to tow with. With plenty of power and 
torque, the 2.0-litre engine pulled car and 
caravan from 30-60mph in 14.1 seconds. 
Braking showed the shortest stopping dis¬ 
tance in this class. The Zafira Tourer offers 
strong performance, good stability and space 
for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing direc¬ 


tor. “The Towcar of the Year awards are an 
industry standard and by far the most presti¬ 
gious event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabili¬ 
ties the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt 
it had the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a 
summer holiday and leave you feeling pretty 
safe behind the wheel with the kids piled in 
the back. But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flex¬ 
ibility claims by trying out a number of the 
options Flex7 seating system. 

There are several including ‘Lounge 
Seating’ on key models. When you want seven 
up the two seats at the very back come up out 
of the floor and the middle bench seat is now a 
set of three separate seats which are also each 
capable of folding and splitting into any 
number of combinations. 

In addition the two outside seats slide back¬ 
wards and inwards against the middle seat 
which folds to form two arm rests and gives 



plenty of space. Only downside to seven up is 
the reduced boot space. But if you want to turn 
it into a load lugger put all the seats down to 
reveal 1,860 litres of space - more than enough 
for a trip to collect flat-pack from Ikea or clear 
the shed out and head for the tip. 

Staying on the inside materials are of a 
much better quality than the old model and 
the design means everyone gets a good view of 
outside from the light and airy cabin. This is 
made even better if you opt for a panoramic 
sunroof and the high-top windscreen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 
start/stop technology and I really could appre¬ 


ciate the difference in fuel consumption when 
chugging around town doing odd jobs and 
stopping off for shopping. Sitting at traffic 
lights just when they change at one of my 
regular routes can take some minutes and 
when the engine switches off it can make all 
the difference on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way 
into work and it smoothly made its way along 
the M54. Standard features across the four 
trim level range include: ESI? six airbags, air 
conditioning, CD/MP3 player and cruise 
control - not bad with prices starting at 
£ 21 , 010 .

Go green to 
help save 
the planet 
and costs 


IT’S finally happened. My eco-patience has 
worn out and this month I’ve been using a 
Fluence in anger... sort of. 

It’s actually been quite freeing, because all of a sudden 
I’ve started to appreciate more of the Fluence’s strong 
points and it’s still costing peanuts to run. 

The thing is, in busy traffic people get impatient and 
whenever space opens up in front of them, they go for it. 
That makes it hard to gently stroke the Fluence along 
admiring its silence, because you end up being cut up by 


lane-changers time and 
again. 

So the teddy was thrown 
out of the pram, the dummy 
was spat out and I stamped 
my feet. Well, my right foot 
at least, and on the accelera¬ 
tor pedal. 

The motor majors on huge 
low and midrange torque 
rather than top-end power, 
so in traffic the Fluence is in 
its element. 

In fact, using more right 
boot around town doesn’t 
use that much more electric¬ 
ity overall, and the extra 
pace you can make around 
the area makes the whole 
experience more relaxing. 

It’s surprisingly stressful 
to try to eke out every last 
metre out of each kilowatt of 
power, and letting my hair 
down was a sweet relief. 

It actually feels like a 
much better all-round car 
now that I’m not driving like 
Miss Daisy. 

The torque is a major plus 
and it’s pretty nice to drive. 
The one niggle is that the 
suspension could - and 
arguably should - be a bit 
more supple, but it goes, 
stops and turns quite well. 

Driveway 

The vast majority of 
people wouldn’t notice any 
difference between the Z.E. 
and a normal compact 
family car. 

It’s still as impressive as 
ever, especially around 
multi-storey car parks, but 
the lack of noise is eerie. I’ve 
been seeing a lot of those 
lately, as my increased 
mileage has seen me visit the 
public charging bays. 

I don’t have the ideal solu¬ 
tion to run this car like a 
dream. That would be a 
driveway and a charging 
station on my wall, which 
would mean cheap 

overnight charges and a full 
battery in the morning. 

I’m tempted to run the 
car’s three-pin EVSE cable 
from the roadside in through 
a downstairs window to 
benefit from cheaper 
charges at home, but trailing 
cables across public pave¬ 
ments is a risky business. 

At present, the Fluence is 
returning around 75 miles to 
a full charge, which is less 
than the 100 miles Renault 
claims, but I’ve stopped 
treating the car like a price¬ 
less Ming vase. 

Funnily enough, though, 
it seems to be covering a few 
more miles per charge than 
it was when it was new. 

Anyway, the main thing is 



that it’s just nice to be able 
to put my foot down when I 
need to and properly keep 
pace with traffic - or leave it 
behind. That instant torque 
delivery makes the Fluence 
deceptively rapid up to 
40mph or so. 

Other things I’ve been 
enjoying with the Fluence 
this month have been some 
of its in-built curiosities, 
such as the ability to change 
the car icon on the TomTom 
satnav. So far I’ve been the 
Fluence Z.E., Twizy Z.E., 
classic Alpine A110 and the 
Renaultsport Clio 200. It’s a 
small thing but it’s a 
welcome little injection of 
playfulness. 

Not so good is the car’s 
lack of useful cupholders. 
There are two beyond the 
gear selector in the centre 
console, but they can’t take 
soft drink cups from fast 
food outlets because the 
console encroaches on the 
cup space too much. At least 
the felt-bottomed central 
storage bin is a good place to 
drop oddments. 

In terms of running costs, 
it’s only incurring parking 
fees, and for a typical six- 
hour daytime charge (I 
rarely let it go too near flat 
where the charge time can 
be over eight hours) I pay 
£6.50. 

That three-quarter 
charge covers around 60 
miles with genuinely normal 
driving, which equates to 
around 60mpg in financial 
terms. Choosing an 
overnight £2 charge nets 
equivalent ‘fuel economy’ 
approaching 250mpg. 

In the kind of driving I’ve 
been doing in the Fluence, 
45mpg would be a realistic 
maximum for a similar-sized 
diesel, making the electric 
car look rather good value. 
Plus, you always have the 
same parking space avail¬ 
able at the car park. Hon¬ 
estly, it’s like being a VIE 

I’ve enjoyed having the 
Fluence around this month. 
The boot was big enough to 
transport a microwave and a 
small set of bathroom 
drawers, the totally relaxed 
way it negotiates traffic is 
brilliant, and the fact I can 
drive it relatively quickly 
and still pay under the odds 
to run it is superb. 

I do wish it looked like a 
Ferrari, though . . .

The first Cousins furniture store opened in Tyseley, 
Birmingham in the Midlands in August 1985, where 
they traded from a 50,000ft 2 showroom with adjoin¬ 
ing offices and warehouse. This new venture was 
a resounding success and the warehouse was soon 
relocated, and the showrooms subsequently expanded 
by 30%. 



COUSINS OPENS DUDLEY STORE 

By 1995, a second retail site was acquired when 
they purchased the freehold of the landmark Tesco 
building in Dudley, in the West Midlands. This was 
transformed into a 90,000ft 2 furniture showroom, with 
its own customer restaurant. The store was opened 
on 17th August 1996, by Jack and Vera Duckworth 
from Coronation Street, bringing the town centre to 
a standstill. 


A second, separate 12,000ft 2 unit was developed on 
the same site, opening in 1998. This sells budget 
ranges and end of line furniture. 



ANEW HEAD OFFICE 

Due to the resulting high sales volumes, the head 
office, warehouse and distribution functions were 
centralised to a 4 acre site in Oldbury on the side 
of the M5, which the company had purchased from 
B.P. Oils. This opened in September 1997 and 
the new 65,000ft 2 warehousing facility utilised a 
palletised, computer-generated order picking system 
and pioneered the use of articulated fork-lift trucks in 
the furniture industry. 

The relocation of the main offices from Tyseley to 
Oldbury allowed fresh expansion and the subsequent 
refurbishment of the original Tyseley showrooms in 
1999 - to its existing size of 90,000ft 2 , complete with 
a new customer restaurant. 

By November 2004, Cousins had set its sights on 
building a flagship store in Manchester and establish¬ 
ing itself in the North-West of England, having gained 
an unquestionable reputation for quality and service 
in the West Midlands. 

COUSINS EXPAND IN MANCHESTER 

They purchased a 4 acre site on the A57, Regent Road 
at the end of the M602 in Salford and soon built an 
inspirational 90,000ft 2 new concept flagship store 
which stands just 1.5 miles from the centre of 
Manchester. The store offers the largest selection of 
furniture in the whole of the North-West, and offers 
impressive room set displays that set new standards in 
the furniture industry. 

The store has been acclaimed as England’s finest 
furniture store, attracting customers from across the 
North-West and regularly from Liverpool, Preston, 
Yorkshire and the Lake District. 

This flagship store also incorporates large lighting, 
picture and furniture accessories departments, plus a 
customer restaurant where you can contemplate your 
thoughts. 

NEW DISTRIBUTION CENTRE 

Due to the store’s resounding success, the Company 
has had to re-think its initial plans to trunk home de¬ 
liveries up the M6 from their Oldbury distribution 
centre. By Christmas 2005, they had opened a new 
33,000ft2 warehouse close to Manchester Airport on 
the M56 which now forms the hub of their North- 
West home delivery network. 

The success of the Manchester store’s venture into 
home accessories saw the appointment of a Home- 
wares Buyer, Samantha Gough in Summer 2008 
with the subsequent opening of new Homewares De¬ 
partments in the Tyseley Store, in the Midlands, in 
December 2008. 

This exciting new venture includes departments for 
tableware, cookware, furnishing accessories, a pic¬ 
ture and mirror gallery and bed linens. It has involved 
a significant investment, with a cutting edge store 
fit-out by Jameson Smith Associates and showcases 
leading brands such as Denby, Joseph Joseph, New¬ 
gate clocks and bed linen ranges from Kylie Minogue 
and Kirs tie Allsopp. 

2010 witnessed the opening of Cousins’ first 
Stressless Comfort Studio in Manchester, showcasing 
the largest selection of these ergonomically designed 
chairs and sofas in the North West. Due to its resound¬ 
ing success, flagship studios were opened in the other 
two stores in April 2011. All now offer an unrivalled 
selection and shopping experience for this world 
leading brand. 


April 2011 saw a significant change in the 
running of the business, with the appointment of John 
Shotton (Robert’s eldest son) to Managing 
Director and Matthew Shotton (Robert’s young¬ 
est son) to Retail Director. Robert now assumed the 
position of Chairman, further strengthening the 
family influence on the direction of the business.

Alongside these corporate changes came the ground¬ 
breaking appointment of the first non-family member 
to the board of directors. 


Richard Foster became Operations Director having 
started with the company as an 18 year old junior 
bedding sales consultant when the Dudley store 
opened in 1996. Richard now oversees the systems, 
warehousing, distribution and customer services func¬ 
tions. 

THE FUTURE IS EVOLVING 

Retail continues to evolve and is no longer just a 
bricks-and-mortar operation; increasing empha¬ 
sis is now being placed online with the internet and 
various social media channels. 2012 has seen a 
significant commitment and investment by Cousins 
toward enhancing their online presence and service. 
In March, Cousins entered into an agreement with BT 
Fresca, a world leading web platform provider and 
development company to build a brand new website, 
due to launch at the end of the year. 

The new Cousins website will integrate fully with 
existing in-store systems to provide a seamless multi¬ 
channel shopping experience with unprecedented 
levels of service, usability and functionality. This will 
then be followed by the opening of a mobile site in 
Autumn 2013.
